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We should be able to tell whether the FBI reports 
reflect spectrographic analysis of the material recovered 
from the slug which killed Dr. King, and whether that 
spectrographic analysis, if it was done, was consistent 
with the spectrographic analysis (if that were done) of 
the extra rounds of ammunition found in the blanket 
outside of the rooming house. 

We should also be able to ascertain whether or 
not the FBI checked to see whether the slug which 
killed Dr. King was made of materials consistent with 
the materials used in the slugs which were affixed to 
the cartridge cases of the lot number from which the 
single round found was drawn. 

Besides those obvious ballistic questions, a few 
more come to mind; was there a clip used to load the 
rifle? was the clip, if used, the cartridge cases, or 
the cartridges found in the blanket in front of the 
rooming house reflective of any fingerprints by 
Hr. Ray? were there checks made by the Bureau to 
ascertain whether in fact the shells which were found 
In the blanket were of the same lot and type as those 
allegedly sold to Ray by the gun dealer in the shop 
where he bought the gun? 

1 understand that there were photographs made 
almost at the instant of the shot; if this is so, have 
photographs been checked out to see what the angle of 
fire must have been. If there were no photographs, 
do we have a firm basis for determining which direction 
the shot which hit Dr. King was fired. Were there 
reports of shots fired from more directions than one? 

Were the FBI's responses to leads which were available 
consistent with determining whether or not a conspiracy 
occurred? 

This is the most significant general question and 
will require the most work. 
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After the study of the file has been thoroughly 
nur-ued I would like to meet and discuss again with 
P Horn the directions which we may take. I
